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A Look Over Fredericksburg and Changes Since the 
War Noted—The Debt Question Agitating the 
Viaginia People—The Two Gubernatorial 
Candidates—Daniel as a Leader. 


Special Correspondence Constitution. 

FREDBRICKSEURG, Va., October 21.—To write from 
this place upon any subject without referring to 
the event which a mention of the name of the place 
recalls, would be an omission which I take it no 
writer ought not te make. Thereare thousands of 
readers in this country both north and south who 
will be interested to know how the old place looks 
at this distance from the war. A few of the foot- 
prints it left are still visible, but the arts of peace 
and pursuits of husbandry have alinost covered 
the track the great armies left when they meta few 
years ago in the shock of battle across the beautiful 
low lands which follow the bank of the Rappahan- 
nock riverasfar as eye can reach. The frowning 
hilis back of the quiet little town which holds some 
four thousand inhabitants, where the 
confederates waited and repulsed one of the 
most desperate charges of the war. still 
show some decaying evidences of the conflict. But 
no grim and ugly cannon command the scene now, 
eyen asa monument of the fight, and a glance at 
the great battle field from the summit of the histo- 
ric heights only show how rapidly weare getting 
nway from the war. The fields over which the army 
swept from the river bank in its fearful charge upon 
the works upon the crest of the hills are to-day 
burdened with a load of gathered grain. The 
muddy river bears many crafts, but none are men 
of war. A substantial bridge spans the water below 
where the swinging pontoons lay over which the 
army of the Potomac crossed for the charge under 
the deadly fire of the confederate batteries. A few 
years more and there will be nothing left save the 
national cemetery where the dead sleep who fell in 
the fight, to mark this place as the scene of one of 
the greatest batiles of the late civil strife. 

The result of the battle here marked a change in 
the conduct of the war on the federal side, and cull- 
ed new leaders for its forces. MeClelian was a cul- 
tured soldier, but distrusted his own judgment and 
failed. Burnside was unfortunate in being forced 
to fight the battle of Fredericksburg without time 
to acquaint himself with the foree he commanded 
or the details of the military situation. He died 
before quite all the scars his troops made in that 
terrible assault had been healed by the gifts of 
peace, 

in those eventful daysthe state of Virginia was 
not more one vast battle field than itis to-day. A 
sharp political war which attracts the attention of 
the whole country has succeeded the clash of arms, 
Two political armies now face each other as full of 
temper, spiritand determination as was ever inar- 
shaled fora fight. What each of the contending 
forces represent; what and how wide the points of 
difference between them; what elements are gath- 
ered under each of the flags, and what the prospects 
and meaning of the conflict are, has been so often 
told that I leave it for future discussion, and go toa 
more interesting phaze of ‘‘the new rebellion.’’ 

I sat down to write of the two leaders. The guber- 
putorial candidates of the two parties. A study of 
these two men and their characteristics is to me the 
inost interesting feature of this situation. Thev are 
both men of eulture, courage and brains. Both of 
them have intelligence of a high order which has 
been carefullyand thoroughly cultivated. Each 
possesses marvelous gifts and powers which have 
found ventin words which willlive even after 
both restfrom the struggle of life. Both men ean 
open the skeleton closet of the past and point toa 
long line of illustrious ancestry sufficient to satisfy 
the most exacting demands of a people who are full 
enough of sentiment to place family connections 
before all else to fix the place a man is entitled to 
occupy in their esteem. 

Mr. John W. Daniel, the democratic candidate, 
comes from a family of distinguished lawyers. For 
three generations his immediate ancestors have oc- 
«upied the highest judicial positionsin the state. 
He fellows the family bent, and occupiesa high 
place in the legal profession. He has written two 
law books, “Daniel on Negotiable Notes,’’ and 
“Daniel on Attachments”’ are from his pen, and are 
everywhere recognized as standard authority. He 
is not yet 39 years of age, and yet for ten years has 
occupied the first position in his party. He went 
into the Confederate army when a boy, and in the 
terrible bajtle of the{Wilderness received a gun-shot 
wound in the leg which came near proving fatal. 
Five inches of the bone had to be taken out, and 
eonsequentiy one leg is that much sho.ter tthan the 
He is stilla sufferer from this wound, and 
He is rather below the 
a strong, well-knit 
frame. He has a massive head, 
covered with a wealth of long black hair. 
His face is as smooth as a woman's, and as round 
asafullmoon. It is exceedingly expressive of the 
power of the man. The broad chin and pewerful 
under-jaw are softened by the delicate lines of the 
well-proportioned tpper face and forehead, and a 
pair of soft blue eyes light up with a charm what 
at its worst would bean interesting face. He looks 
somewhat like Edwin Booth, or like Stephen A, 
Douglas, asl remember him when in the zenith of 
his power and popularity. Asa speaker Daniel has 
no ecoual in the state. and few that I know of in the 
country. His oratorieal gifts are simply marvelous, 
and are greatly angmented by the possession of a 
really musical voice. His power as a word-painter 
gives him somewhat of an advantage over his op- 
ponentin this contest, for while his antagonist is as 
jull of sentiment and fuller of poetry, it finds ex- 
pression in writing, rather than talking. 

Daniel has had an eventful career as a politician¢ 
Ile was elected to the legislature in 1870, and then 
to the State senate. He became one 
of Genera} Mahone's strongest antago- 
nists at the very outset of 1is 
political career, even when Mahone was strong in 
the democratic councils. Mr. Daniel sprang into 

rominence almost upon hisentry into public life, 

le was the recognized leader of the senate whiie 
there, and in Is7icame within two votes of being 
I hited States senator, and was only defeated by a 
combination between all the other candidates. In 
Isv7, before Mahone had split the democratie party 
in two, he was the leading candidate for governor, 
Mahone being his ———. The present governor 
was a compromise between the two, and like all 
compromises, has been a failure. I have just come 
from a Visit to Mr. Daniel, during which I had with 
hima full and free talk upon the situation. He 
spoke here last night. He is almost as matchless in 
private conversation as npon the rostrum, conse- 
quently he is a delightful companion, 

This has been a long and bittercontest,”’ said he, 
after a greeting and a few social remarks, ‘and lam 
almost tired out. It has been going on for several 
months, and during the last four weeks I have spoke 
twire pearly every day. Iam glad that it is nearly 
ended.’ 

“What are the prospects?” 

“Very flattering, indeed, I believe we will carry 
the state by a fair majority. Just how much, it is 
impossible to say. If you could judge by the 
«crowds who assemble dn the court greens at our 

fitical meetings, you might calculate upon a very 

arge majority. But crowds and enthusiasm cannot 
always be taken asa faithful evidence of strength, 
butit is a good sign, and is valuable. Another evi- 
dence of strength we see is the earnestness which 
our people have shown throughout this whole ean- 
vass. They seem full of determination to win.”’ 
“Is the debt question a prominent issue in thi 
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nmount of his taxes can be legitimaiely and hon- 
estly readjusted to a smaller amount, is an anticing 
one, Of course itisa fallacious and dishonest ar- 
gument and doesn’t bear inspection, yet it is a dif- 
flenit one to combat. Really it offers no advantage 
tothe poor man. The democratic party is pledged 
not to increase the taxes, and Mahone and his fol- 
lowers do not offer to, and cannot decrease them.’’ 

“Can the debt ve paid at the present. rate of tax- 
ation?” 

‘‘Atthree percent interest there is no doubt of it. 
I have examined the auditor's reportcarefully and 
assert that upon a basis of three per cent interest 
expenses of our state government can be met and 
the principal of the debt provided for in due time. 
I have pledged our party to such asolution of the 
debt question wherever I have spoken.” 

‘From what elements does Mahone get his white 
following?” 

“In agreat measure from men who are financially 
embarrassed from any cause whatever. A man who 
is in debt ixalwaysin seareh of some new financial 
scheme whieh may help dim out of bis difliculties. 
He is not apt to redSon out the problem presented, 
but toaccept the new remedy for financial ills 
without question. It is so In this case.’’ 

“Doesn't this very condition of affairs create an 
uncertain end unknown quautity in this election 
which may change the result either one way or the 
other?’ 

‘“T regarded that as the real danger in the way of 
of our success, and it is alsoa danger for our oppo- 
nents. There is a large classof people in this state 
who are not outspoken, and are apt to go with 
whichever party seems strongest on election day. 
My judgment is, however, that our party stands the 
best chance to get this vote, although that will re- 
main a problem untilthe ballot boxes are opened 
on the day of election.’’ 

“Do you expect to carry the legislature as well as 
the state ticket?’ 

“I think so; although that is much more doubt- 
ful than the gubernational contest. I hardly expect 
we will earry both branches of the legislature, but 
believe we will havea small majority on joint bal- 
lot. It will be verv close however, One thingis 
certain. that we will gain more than we will lose; 
we will lose some we had last year and gain quite a 
number this year we lost last.”’ 

“Will your ticket . receive 
votes?” € 

“Yes, a considerable number both white and 
eolored. Our canvass has been directed in a meas- 
ure to command the debt paying poriion of the re- 
publican vote, and I have in my speeches invited 
the co-operation of that element, and the colored 
people are getting to understand that our party is 
not only pledged to a payment of thestate debt, but 
to the maintenance of their rights before the law 
and at the ballot-box and many of them will vote 
with us. 

“What will be the effect of a success of the read- 
juster ticket?’ 

“That is hard toteil. I haven't the slightest idea 
that the financial measures they propose will ever 
become laws. I have too much respect for the 
honor and integrity of the people of Virginia, hew- 
ever, to believe they will succeed. But if they 
should I have no idea that the debt will be settled 
upon the basis proposed. There is no telling where 
a repudiation sentiment may go when successful.” 

“You speak of the national aspect of this can- 
Vass. 

“Yes, This contest has a broad national bearing. 
The funders. or democrats, represent the national 
democratic party in this contest, and if we are de- 
feated here, it makes a serious break in the demo- 
eratic line, which may take a longtime to mend. 
Itiva serious thing fora general to have his lines 
broken iu battle, but itis not more serious ina 
party sense than totake the stateof Virginia in 
this contest out of the democratic line. I do be- 
lieve it can be accomplished. I believe that we 
shall secure a substantial victory onthe (th of No- 
vember, and that the fruits of it will be a settle- 
ment of thisdebt question upon an equitable basis 
satisfactory to the creditors and creditable to the 
state,’ 

These are but chips from a great mass of eloquen 
taik which fell from the lips of the talented man 
while discussing the situation. They are suggestive, 
however, of the bent of his talk, and warp of his 
judgment as to the result. 

Colonel Willi: 
party and the id@as Mr. Daniel is assailing, is also a 
young man less than 40 years of age. He is almost 
the reverse of Daniel in personal appearance. 
is perhaps a little above the medium height and of 
rather slender buiid, He seems to lack the physi- 
eal power of the demoeratic candidate, yet he has 
stood the labor of this memorable canvass without 
flinching, and has developed a gift for 2 ag speak- 
ing far beyond the expectation of his friends. Ex- 
ceptin flights of finished oratory he has proven 
himself the equal of his antagonist. He is a pleas- 
ant rather than a fine looking man. He has an in- 
tellectual, expressive face, but not a handsome one, 
He wears heavy e¢hin whiskersand hasa full suit 
ot-dark brown hatr-~A patrofiarge, bine, dreamy 
eves, tell of his poetic turn, and yet are full enough 
of fire to animate his face and give evidence of the 
fiery spirit within the man. While he and Mr. 
Daniel possess many of the same character- 
istics, there is no likeness between 
their minds. Cameron's talents run to literature, 
both practical and poetical, and he has written 
much that is beautiful both in prose and in poetry. 
His sentiment finds vent from his pen, rather than 
from his mouth. He also went into the army when 
a boy, and becameadjutant-general upon Mahone’s 
sjaff before the warclosed. He was wounded in the 
fight, and since the war has fought two duels over 
politics, in one of which he was severely wounded. 
Judge Robert W. Hughes, also a great writer, and 
now judge of the United States district court for 
the eastern district of Virginia, shot hignin a duel 
nearthe Dismal Swamp canal in 1870. I believe 
the bullet broke two of his ribs and he occasionally 
suffers from this wound. Daniel never fought a 
duel, but he probably would if he had a chance. 

I spent cousiderable time with Colonel Cameron 
before I joined Mr. Daniel, and he also entertained 
me with a most interesting review of the political 
situation. Heis a fascinating talker in conversa- 
tion, and taking it allinall, the two guberuatorial 
candidates divide the acquirements of life quite 
equally. There is one thing may be said to the credit 
of both of them,and that is, that as faras they are con- 
cerned, the canvass has been conducted with tone 
and character. Both of them told me that there had 
been not a single personal jar be- 
tween them, although their di: cuss- 
sions have been fuil of spiit and of 
rather caustic criticism. Yesterday at Stafford court- 
house, near thisplace, their joint discussions end 2d 
and each is to devote himself during the restof the 
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canvass to the sections where theythink they can | 


do the most good for the ticket they represent. 

Colonel Cameron, speaking to me of the probable 
result of the fight, said: ‘‘There is no reasonable 
doubt of our success. We have a large majority of 
the people of the state with us; much larger than 
will find expression at the ballot-box. If suffrage 
in this state were priceless, our majority woud 
reach at least 40,000, The eolored people are pTacti- 
cally a unit for our ticket and-I believe we will this 
year, as in 3879, poll a majority of the white vote.”’ 

‘How is that, when last year you polled only 31, 
000 votes?”’ 

‘‘Last year’s vote is no criterion whatever to go 
by. Thousands who voted the democratic electoral 
ticket last year will vote with us this year. Last 
year Was a presidential year, and there wero many 
influences at work which solidified the white vote, 
because the black vote had been arrayed azainst it, 
and the feararonred that the election of a president 
might possibly depend upon the vote of Virginia. 
Iean point you to many counties in the state where 
we will get two-thirds of the white vote this year 
where we got less than half of it aa year. We will 
of course make some losses, but thé per centage of 
our gains will much more than offsetthem. We 
will carry some eounties this year which we haye 
never before been able to affect.’’ 

“Is the debt question your greatest issue’’’ 

‘‘Not greater than some others, and yet it is one of 
the leading questions. We discuss it very exten- 
sively, and explain our position upon it very fully, 
and we have no trouble before an intelligent audi: 
ence in demonstrating the entire equity and hon- 
esty of our position upon this question, both to the 
state and to the creditoar.’’ 

“If you succeed willyour party settle the debt at 
once upon the basis you propose ?”’ 

‘Most assuredly. Weae pledged to do thatand 
there will not be a moment’s delay in disposing of 
it. Keeping the debt question in uncertainty has 
been the great cause of complaint.”’ 

“What is the attitude of the republican party to- 
wards your ticket?” 

“The party I believe to be practically solid for the 
readjuster ticket. There are slight divisions in 
some loealities, but ldo not believe they can ma 
terially effet the vote. You see we are pledged to 
the perfection and preservation of the free schools. 
Weare also determined to guarantee the black 
man in his rights at the ballot box and in the 
courts, and to de all of those things tending to put 
Virginia abreast of the age. This naturally draws 
the republican vote to us, especially when our 
opponents take the opposite ground.”’ 

“Will you carry the legislature as well as the 
state tickets?’ 

“I think any candid bourbon will acknowledge 
that they cannot change the complexion of the 
legislature, 
ter what may be the fate of the state ticket that we 
will havea majority on joint ballot, which will 
enable us to elect a U nited States senator in place 
of Johnston.”’

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Wife Murder. | 

CINCINNATI, October 22.—The inquest on the 
death of Mrs. VanBibber, who was shot by her hus- 
band, October 4, has been prolonged tntil to-day, 
when a verdict was rendered that she came to her 
death from a pistol shotin the hands of her hus- 
band, but whether accidental or otherwise could 
not be determined.

Epirors ConstirutTion: I read your article 
in Tur Constitution in relation to Mr. J. F.

F, Jones, of Troup county, Ga. It is to be 
hoped that what Major Jones has so success- 
fully demonstrated will have its effect en the 


farmers of Georgia, and bring about a thor- 
ough reformation in the present system of 
southern farming.

The Rock Island Daily Union comes to us 
withan article marked in such away as to 
direct our attention toit. The object of the 
article is to expose Mr. Vennor’s method of 
making forecasts of the weather, the writer 
insisting that the Canadian seer gets all his 
prescience from the almanacs, as h’s_ predic- 
tions are founded upon the phasesof the 
planet Venus indicated by those little 
annals. In other words, the Union thinks 
that the changes of-the weather are produced 
by the phases of Venus, and that Vennor, re- 
cognizing this fact, makes no calculations of 
hisown, but avails himself of knowledge fur- 
nished by the almarac makers. 

The Union produces a number of meteor- 
ological phenomena running through the 
period of the last six years, to show that at 
the time of the perihelion (or point nearest 
the sun) and the aphelion (or point farthest 
from the sun) of Venus, remarkable disturb- 
ances have somewhere occurred within the 
These phenomena include

space of 48 hours. 
rainfalls, snow storms, earthquakes, eruptions 
of volcanoes, deaths by lightning, etc., any- 
thing indicating violent natural commotions, 
oceurring within the 48 hours, is ascribed to 
these phases of Venus.

We do not wish to be understood as defend- 
ing Vennor’s hypothesis any more than we 
do the criticisms of the Union or the theory 
of Tice. The truth is, we do not sufficiently 
understand the data upon which Vennor pro- 
fesses to base his calculations to enable us to 
express an opinion as to their value. But we 
do declare our disbelief in the superstitious 
credulity that imputes to so-called changes or 
phases or transits of other planetary bodies 
all the meteorological phenomena occurring 
on our earth. These ‘‘changes’’ occur no more 
upon one day than another. Whatever may 
be the phases of the moon or of Venus, they 
always present to us the same full discs and 
the same degrees of temperature, if they may 
be said to transmit any. We do not always 
see their rotundity, begguse their luminous 
hemispheres are ! TA cay: turned to- 
wards us, but Save know that 
from the time of new moon to its full, 
and from one phase of Venus te another, there 
isa gradual increase of only the luminous sur- 
face turned in ourdirection—no more increase 
one day than another—and that the full round 
orb is there all the time. Astronomers tell us 
that we derive from the moon not one-tenth 
part of a degree of heat, so the opacity or lu- 
mosity ofthat body can have little if any 
effect upon the earth. Astothe transits of 
the suppositious planet Vulcan, the difference 
in size between it and the sun is as great as 
the disparity between a mouse and an ele- 
phant. A transit of Vulcan cannot be expect- 
ed, therefore, to diminish the heat ot other 
influence of the sun upon the earth any more

than the shooting of a bullet between Atlanta 
and Stone Mountain would diminish the heat 
transmited by the latter to our city if it were 
a mountain of fire. The almost inconceivable 
velocity attributed to these planatory 
bodies, our earth included, is also 
a circumstance irreconcilable with the 
theory that at fixed and stated periods they 
exert so much more influence than at others. 

We are constrained to believe that the only 
reliable forecasts of the weather are those 
made upon the data which form the basis of 
the ‘indications’ of our signal service. The 
intelligent gentlemen engaged in this work 
do not look to any planetory charges, but 
they note carefully the cloud and storm for- 
mations and the wind currents generated at 
distant points of observation, and calculate 
the times when they will reach other locali- 
ties and the effects of their passage or accu- 
mulation. This is applied science. Any 
prescience founded upon approximate coinci- 
dencesof planetary changes and meteoric 
condition on some small part of the exten- 
sive territory constituting our earth, we _ be- 
lieve to be superstitious credtility or shallow 
charlatanry.

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Naples Visited, Wuere “Bold!” are Stillin Request—A 
Surfeit of Macearoni, High-Priced Lemonade, 
No Fish, but Bome Beef-Bteak with a Sus- 
picious Socent—The Bternail City, 


Rome, August 25.—‘See Naples, and die!’ 
This saying was written any times in the days 
of old—and Ibavereaditin many books, but 
I never fully understood it until now. Inter- 
preted by one traveler's experiente, it means: 
Surrender all the money you heye to thieves, 
burglars, and banditti fn Naples, and then 
die of mortification for having been outwitted, 
cozined, swindled, yelled, brow-beaten, and 
banded about by the dirty fists of'as lazy and 
worthless a people as the world affords! Ks- 
cape without torn clothing, and with a whole 
skin, in this ferociously wicked town, is great 
good fortune. Forty-eight hours experience 
in Naples disqualified me for anything like 
attempting a description of this the meanest 
of Italian cities. Lf 1 could go from Genoa or 
Marseilles by sea, and stroll through Pompeii, 
and ride up the volgano again in winter time, 
and without touching the soil of Naples, I 
might probably do.so, But not all the beauties 
of the bay, and the view from the crest of Vesu- 
vius, and the extended treasures of Pompeii 
could induce me to enter the foul city again. 
This letter would “have” borne the date of 
Naples, but for the feeling of disgust, which 
I found unconquerable on the spot. Oh! ye 
lovers of maccaroni! Go to Naples, and you 
will eat it no more. 

Leaving Florence in the morning at 7:55, I 
reached Naples at 1] o’clock that night, hav- 
ing tarried only thirty minutesin Rome for 
a change of cars, My first view of the river | 
Tiber was, like ali the rest, a disappointment. 
A narrow creek, with rugged banks, immense 
hills of loose earth mingled with massive piles 
of limestone rock, and a serpentine course of 
the streaam—now through flat’ morasses, and 
then through gorges in the dulland unpre- 
possessing mountain range; this was my in- 
troduction to ‘Father Tiber." A very poor, 
insignificant stream, with its lime-tinted wa- 
ters crawling on towards the eternal city. 

It requires no guide to tell you when you 
enter the ‘‘states of the church" as part of 
this territory was called. The signs of mis- 
government of an impoverished and priest- 
ridden people are everywhere. If there be 
treasures and wealth of silverand gold candle- 
sticks and images in the churches, there is 
neither silver nor gold in the hands of the 
poor people who struggled at once with a 
poor, unfruitful soil, and a grasping, all- 
devouring ecclesiastical tyranny. The ox is 
still pulling the ungainly wooden plow that 
ought to have been superceded three thou- 
sand years ago. From the windows of the 
railway carriage the furrows look to be about 
two inches deep, and how the land has fed its 
people isa mystery tome, The temperance 
of the people in cating aard drinking, and the 
economy of dress as well, could alone render 
existence possible in this arid soil, which 
yields its fruit with great reluctance. 

Memorials of the old Rome, mistress of the 
world, are on every hand., Battlefields twen- 
ty-five centuries of age and pillars and col- 
umns, and arches, and walls, and sculptured 
monuments are standing entire, or lie in 
fragments on both sides of the railway. The 
conquered wealth of other nations built these 
mighty works, for this land could never have 
produced them by herself. The civil power 
which laid the world under contribution, was 
followed by a spiritual principality which 
gathered, in the name of religion, the gifts of 
many nations to decorate the eapitalof the 
Roman hierarchy. These @a@ys are past; to 
return no more. Now the visitors from many 
lands must supply the meas that are to keep 
in being this old, dilapidated country. 

From Rome to Naples is @ jourhey of seven 
hours by the express train. As we drew 
near the town, about 10 o’clock at night, 
from .my window |! a dense, black 
mass in the distance, with a funnel 
of fire, very much resembling the chimney of 
an iron furnace in full blast. I could not fail 
to see that this was the far-famed Vesuvius. 
Ata distance the mountain does not appear 
to be as lofty as the Stone mountain in Geor- 
gia, although the books and guides tell us it is 

our thousand feet in. height. Foran hour it 
re und retreats from she horizon until 
the train reaches Naples. My hotel.was called 
the ““Chiatamone et Mitropole’’ and over- 
looked the bay, although the mountain was 
hidden by an old fortification on the mole. 
This “Chiatomone” which gives the Italian 
part of the hotel’s name, is a lofty hill on 


saw 


which the city is partly built, and on the sea] 


side, an escarpment of solid masonry makes 
an abgupt wall of great height. At the foot 
of this hill, in a hotel of high sounding name, 
and wonderful pretensions, I was the only 
lodger for the two days I spent in Naples. An 
extensive system of baths, hot, cold, mineral, 
salt, Russian, English, and Tarkish Hammain, 
brings in some revenue to the hostelry, other 
wise I do not see how it can pay rent, not te 
mention the wages of numerous servants, to 
whom a traveller's advent-is a day of jubilee, 
and his departure—a day of “‘soldi”’ gathering, . 
{ had been warned in a dozen ways not te 
drink the water in Naples. The advice ig 
needless, for no man can dfink it that hasan 
sense of taste. But something to drinka tired) 
thirsty man must have.

with the thermometer at 95°. Wearied as [) 
was, the cool air from the bay before my win-} 
dow was very grateful, and 1 had a pleasant 
night's sleep. f 
In the morning, I had hoped fora break-!| 
fast of fish, for } could see hundreds of fish- 
ermen at work before the dawn, and even by! 
night, in afew hundred yards of ny room. 
My landlord, or the “cheb de bureau,”’ who- 
ever he was, informed me that the fish had’ 
not come from the market. As this was past 
nine in the morning, I knew very well that 
the story was false. No one had been to buy, 
and I was forced to have set before me a 
dish they called steak—beafsteak. The odor 
Was peculiar, the grain of the flesh unlike 
anything bovine that I have ever seen. Ina 
word, it looked like, and the odor was like, 
some unquestionable ‘‘horse steak’’ I had 
seen in a cafe in Paris. The sa@picion killed 
my appetite. I could not. s ral ow a morsel 
and wax compelled to pay. fig “Cook's hotel 
coupons,” at the rate of 56 céfts, Ameri 
for a cup of poor coffee, a bitof} 
a wafer of butter stamped and’ 
— leaf, ten centsin ~ 
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apantbilel that day, and was told by’ one. porter 
that by taking a cab I could reach a place, 
somewhere, at which tickets for ‘‘Vesuve’’ 
were sold. The name of the place he did not 
#@em to know, and as ‘“‘guessing”’ at a thing of 
that nature was hardly practicable, I applied 
to the head of another “‘bureau” inthe house. 
He told me, that by going to the king’s palace, 
I would pass two, three, four streets, arid then 
come to” the “Strada Abfiglio”’ @nd there at 
No. 42 I would find the place at which, for 
25 frances, I would be permitted to go to 
“Vesuve.’’ Provided that is to say, I could 
find three others Germans, English, French or 
Americans to join me, as it was not worth 
while tosend a carriage out there for one pas- 
senger alone. This was a hopeful enterprise! 
A railroad track led to the base of the moun- 
tain—then a carriage took you for five francs 
to a certain place. Then a guide, for five 
francs Soerted you to the mountain railway. 
Then ten francs must be paid for a seat in the 
ear up the inclined plane. The process must 
be repeated, and the charges in. getting 
back home. 
ceed in finding the railway station, nearly;thie 
gum of $7 in gold would be expended in 
making the trip. This was one way to get 
there. Another way was the office at 42 Strada 
Abriglio, at 25 frances for the trip. I resolved 
on economy, in this case, and set out alone to 
find No. 42. 

Who it was that invented the system of 
numbering houses in Naples, I know not. 
After a long, hot, tiresome walk over a blis- 
tering pavement, I found something that 
louked like the ‘Strada’ I was hunting for. 
On one side of the street was No. 2, and the 
series in order to No. 13; then the next house 
was No, 81. I was puzzled. The numbers 
yaried on each side of the street, and there 
was no name at the cornerof the street itself. 
I spent an hour in a vain effort to find No. 
42. The sun was pouring its burning rays on 
the mountains, for it was new eleven o'clock 
in the day, and the enterprise must. be given 
up for that day at least. I saw that I must 
make a change of base and try another plan; 
I must pay a guide to get me to Vesuvius the 
next day, and to Pompeii if possible, The 

ide I found—the most worthless rascal I 
Sate seen in Italy. How. at last, I accom- 
plished my purpose —how the aforesaid 
‘ouide’- managed to make my trip cost me 
more than double the highest rate I have 
mentioned—how, in the torrid sun, on the 
sweltering lava beds, I tried to feel rewarded 
for my self-denial, toil and money, to say 
nothing of the acute physical pain, I do not 
think it worth while to detail in this letter. 
At Pompeii it was little better, if any. My 
time waglimited, and notuntil [ was about 
to leave’ Naples did*f discover that all my time 
lost, and trouble, and suffering might have 
been avoided by a liberal tender of “soldi” 
to the rascals who know nothing about the 
matter until they were paid to know. Against 
the hotel and its corps of ofticers, adminis- 
trators, chiefs of bureau, and rank and file of 
servants, I determined to shut up the ‘‘soldi”’ 
box, and to depart by the first train. 

Meantime I had by indefatigable exertion, 
managed to “do” Naples whilst the Neapol- 
itans were “‘doing’’ me. It’s a great theater— 
its churches, galleries of fine arts, historical 
associations and memorable data, reaching 
back to the commencement of the Christian 
era—and the strange city recovered from the 
sea of lava—all these things are too many 
and too difficult to group in a single fetter: 
If I thought any reader of this letter would 
dream of going alone to this city of extortion- 
ists, I would say that all the wonders of the 
past are not worth the exertion and the vexa- 
tion ] endured to see them. From the sea, 
Naples is abeautiful place. The - illusion 
vanishes when you touch the shore. Com- 
pared to Turin, Milan or Florence, ‘Naples is 
not to be mentioned at all. 

The streets are generally narrow, steep, and 
filled with a shouting, brawling: populace, 
who seem to have no sense of refinement, and 
scarcely any of common decency, The only 
amimals that deserved my sympathy or awak- 
ened my interest, were the poor little don- 
keys. Some of these were not as tall as my 
walking-stick, and were covered up with huge 
panniers filled with fruits and vegetables. 
Now and then, one of them would lift up his 
voice and bray with a viger that echoed 
through old Bomba’s palace and invariably 
the stalwart gong was respontled to by some 
fellow-sufterer *‘far up the mountain height,”’ 
perhaps toiling under his load with a lubberly 
beast of a man astride the thing’s back—the 
smutty legs of the man being doubled up to 
keep them offthe ground. Among all the 
“revolutions” that have eccurred or can oc- 
cur, in Naples, there is at least one that! 
would give a few “‘soldi’ to inaugurate; a 
revolution of the donkeys against tlieir cruel, 
stupid, vagabond drivers and riders. The 
largest. donkey of them all is not aslarge as a 
mule colt ten months old, and it is pitiable to 
see the grave, long-eared creatures jogging 
away up-and down the steep detiles of streets 
with immense burdens on their backs. Asleep 
on church stej%, on the side-walks, every nook 
and corner, day and night the miserable laz- 
zaroni may be seen. Out of this sleep only 
the hope or dream of ‘‘soldi’’ arouses them: 
Then a torn shirt is lifted to show .a bruised 
shoulder, or some _ real or counterfeited 
wound and the greasy cap is extended for 
“charity.” 

Sellers of every conceivable article of small 
value catch you by the button-hole, thrust 
the article in your pocket. and refuse to take 
it back, and make off as if it were a gift. 
These articles I deposited on the first wall 
that canie to hand, and heard the hard words 
muttered against me with wnconcern. The 
owners were very careful, however, to take 

ssession as soon as they had left my hand. 

o name the nuisances, public and private, 
in Naples, would fill a volume. 

Atlastthe happy hour came for my de- 
parture. The bill paid—the ¢oach fair in- 
cluded—there was a wonderful interest 
awakened in me by the whole establishment. 
The *‘American’’ was going. At the diaiing- 
hall, the stupid waiter, who had been of no 
manner ofservice to me, assumed a Very ge- 
nial look, and bade me_ ‘‘good bye,”’.in very 
good English. I responded, but not with the 
ex oted “soldi.” » to my reom 


followed me to look after one portmanteau. 
In a moment, a fourth putin an appearance. 
He was the official ‘‘porter."" A few “soldi” 
I gave him, and my waiter bade me “good 
again. Once more, I wished him a good 


night, and down tlie steps the procession came 


increasing with every story of the descent, 
At the door the carriage stood.. Half a 


dozen pairs of hands were extended, and as 
many “‘good byes’’ followed. It was, indeed, 
a most affecting scene. ‘A good painter might 
make his fortune by taking it in colors, “But 
I affected to see only the porter’s hand, and 
dropped four “soldi” into them. A shdéwer 
of ‘ byes’’ ‘eame once more, and I res- 
ponded.en masse, and told the driver te put

I shall never forget that scene. When my 
“stamped” ticket came, my railroad porter 
was paid; my hotel porter marched me in 
triumph to the waiting room to be locked up 
for half an hour, and left the heroes of the 
cords and the sealing-wax to whistle for their 
‘soldi!’ Never did any of king ‘‘Bomba’s”’ 
soldiers march through these halls with a 
prouder step than I and my hotel friend on 
this occasion. _When he putdown my shagl 
on the bench to wait the opening of the door 
toithe cars, he looked. up at. me .wifh‘an air 
of triumph that brings a hearty smile to me 
now, that the thing is over.

gratulating him and myself upon our splen- 
did victory.
